What Petroleum Is. 


The casual visitor to the Pennsylvania 


oil region, as be views the greasy fluid 
gushing from its rich reservoirs, two 
housand feat below the surface, hnds 
limseU involuntarily asking the primal 
question, Where does it come from, and 
bow and where was it formedP A puz- 
riing question, surely, and, if propound- 
ed to any competent and thorough 
geologist, would only elicit a shake of 
the head, and the brief reply that he 
didn't know. But however careful thR 
scientific man may be about advancing 
a theory that the discoveries of to-mov- 
row may knock higher than a kite, the 
average Yankee never allows a conun- 
drum of this kind to be propounded to 
him without making one or more at- 
tempts at guessing it. 
The difficult 


question of the origin of petroleum has 
not seemed to his prolific mind too big 
to be grappled with, and at present two 
popular theories exist in regard to this 
interesting subject, each ol which has 
its strenuous advoeotes. 
The first of these theories holds that 


the rock in which the oil is now found is 
the parent rock in which it originated. 
The Pennsylvania oil rocks are a series 
of sand rocks of varying thickness, scat- 
tered somewhat irregularly over the 
northwestern part of the State, and 
prolific in oil at depths below the surface 
varying from five hundred to two thou- 
sand feet. Originally they were depos- 
ited by the action of water, either as 
long stretches of sea-beach or immense 
sand-bars 
formed by eddying and 


whirling currents. 
The advoeates of 


the parent-rock theory maintain that 
along with this sand was deposited or- 
ganic vegetable or animal matter, which, 
by the chemical action of the succeeding 
a"es, has been transformed into oil and 
gas, and kept stored in these hermetic- 
ally-sealed reservoirsuntilthe searching 
drill of the enterprising oil-operator 
should penetrate its hidden chambers 
and bring it forth to light an inquiring 
and busy world. 
In confirmation of this theory its 


advocates point to the coal deposits, 
which are now generally considered to 
have originated from n. vast deposit of 
veritable 
matter which grew 
and 


decomposed for ages, and then, by the 
combined action of heat and enormous 
pressure, were packed away in solid 
masses to provide the future fuel for 
the world. 
A chemical analysis of the 


two articles, coal and petroleum, dis- 
closes the fact that thoy contain nearly 
the same elemental 
ingredients, m 


slightly different proportions, perhaps, 
bat practically the same, the only real 
difference consisting in the fact that 
one 
is 
now 
a 
solid 
and 
the 


other 
a 
fluid. 
As 
the 
oil 
is 


found at a distance of from one thou- 
sand to two thousand feet below the 
prolific coal measures, and, if deposited 
alonn- with the sand rock in which it is 
n<)w"found, must be many ages older 
than the coal deposits, it is argued that 
the immensely longer period since its 
original deposit, and the higher tem- 
perature to which it is subjected by its 
greater depth below the surface, may 
easily account for the chemical action 
necessary to make it a fluid instead of a 
solid, as in the case of coal. 


The second and more generally ac- 


cepted theory is that the petroleum w 
formed by the constant distillation of 
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lormcu. uy tuu iiuua«***« **»«u..».--»"— •-- 
eas from the underlying carbonaceous 
shales of the Silurian period, which m 
the Pennsylvania oil region are sup- 
posed to lie at a sufficient depth to be 
subjected to a high temperature and to 
be constantly generating gases. 
If this 


theory is accepted, the conditions neces- 
sary for the formation oi petroleum de- 
nosits are three-fold. First, a geological 
horizon deep enough below the surface 
to generate gases by the operations o 
internal heat; second, a horizon o 
proper temperature for the purposes o 
condensation, and third, a reservoir fo 
storing the condensed petroleum. 
T h 


advocates of this theory claim that thes 
lower shales lie at the proper depth to 
fill the first of these conditions, anil taa 
the iras thus generated, being very ligh 
and of a peculiarly penetrating nature 
arises through the crevices find fissures 
of the. overlying rocks until it reaches 
the horizon of condensation, which they 
claim, according to developments made 
by the drill, varies in distance from five 
hundred to two thousand feet below the 
.urface 
The third condition is fulfilled 


n-cording to this theory by these sand 
rocke, which, lying within the horizon 
oi condensation and being of a porous 
nature, hold the condensed petroleum 
as a sponge holds water. 
These rocks 


are hermfticallv sealed at the top bj an 
impervious shell, which prevents the 
lighter portions of the oil and gas Irani 
escaping to tho surface until this shell is 
penetrated by the oil-operator's drill, 
when it gushes forth with astom-hmg 
force. If this theory is correct, then in 
all probability the process of formation 
is constantly m operation, though pro- 
ceeding at a very slow rate, the immense 
deposits lately discovered being the slow 
accretion of untold ages. 
. , 
The advocates o{ this theory fortify | 


themselves by the statement that the 
series of Devonian rocks in which tne 
oil deposits are now found extend over 
a great deal of territory in which the 
drill fails to find oil', and that if the 
theory of original deposit of the petrol- 
eum-producing matter along with these 
same deposits were true then the oil 
should be found wherever the rock is 
found. On the contrary, they claim the 
rock may exist where there are no under-. 
Ivine shales to produce the petroleum 
gases, or the overlying strata may be 
upheaved to such an extent that the 
eases may escape to the surface through 
vertical fissures and thus mingle with 
the atmosphere and be lost. In proof 
of this they cite the fact that no oil has 
been discovered eastward of the line 
which marks the be^nning of the Alle- 
eh«nv upheaval, and that the vertical 
fissures caused by this upheaval have 
rendered the formation of petroleum de- 
posits impossible in that locality. They 
also cite in support of this theory the 
further fact that no oil has been dis- 
covered at a depth exceeding live hun- 
dred feet below sea level, although the 
drill has penetrated far greater depths 
in many instances and succeeded m 
tappin" the petroleum gases. 
They 


arirae from this that if the gases are 
found at great depths, but no oil. then 
it follows that oil is the product of con- 
densation, which can only take place 
where a sufficiently low temperature ex- 
ists, and this is to be found only within 
the limits above described. 
The in- 


quiry is full of interest to the inquisitive 
mind, and we simply present to the 
readers of The Time* these two popu- 
lar theories for what they are worth, 
without comment or expressed opinion.

The Elegant Youth Who Swindled 


Oharles Francis Adams. 


A special from Boston says: The 


case of James Fitzgerald, alias the 
"Kid," who swindled Charles Francis 
Adams out of cheeks to ihe amount 
of $20,000 at banco has come up 
again. It seems that Fitzgerald has 
influential friends at work for him, 
and they eipross confidence in being 
able to secure, his release ere long 
from the state prison, where he is 
serving a five years sentence. .A 
writ of error has been brought by 
his counsel bef >ro the supreme court, 
where motion for Fitzgerald's dis- 
charge is based upon some unique 
law points. 


A great deal was said at the time 


of the swindle about the polished 
and refined manners which enabled 
Fitzgerald to approach Mr. Adams 
with an ease and grace that would 
hardly be expected from one bent 
upon a career of crime. It is known 
by a few that Fitzgerald was a pro- 
tege of the late Matt Carpenter, and 
that he mingled in the best society 
in Washington, where he acquired a 
training that was subsequently a 
great advantage to him in the life he 
chose to live. The writ of error sets 
forth that the prisoner's boasting 
confession to Mr. Adams and conn 
sel made before his arrest, and while 
expecting a successful result of his 
blackmailing scheme, was wrongful- 
ly admitted evidence at the trial, and 
that the jury rendered an inconsist- 
ent verdict in pronouncing him not 
guilty on certain counts of the same 
indictments which alleged precisely 
the same offense as those under 
which he was convicted. Should 
the writ of error be sustained, it is 
claimed that the prisoner must be 
discharged, having one* been put in 
jeopardy. Should it fail, a motion 
for a new trial will be made upon 
substantially the same grounds. Mr. 
Adams, by the way, is still failing 
mentally. Ho is now never seen on 
the street.

THe Contested Election Case. 


After no end of talk and threate upon 


the part of the Democratic leaders as. to 
the necessity of having " a re-count of the 
votes" cast at the last election, and after 
the illegality of the proposed recount had 
been pointed out by this paper and the 
project thereupon abandoned, proceed- 
ings have at last been commenced to con- 
test the election of Mr. Wood to the office 
of county treasurer, and the matter will 
therefore be sifted through the courts, 
but whether the result will afford the 
Democrats any satisfaction remains to be 
seen. The proceedings commenced are 
in the form of a bill in chancery filed by 
Bradford K. Durfee,as anelector.throngh 
his attorney, I. A. Buckingham. The bill 
sets forth the claim, heretofore made,that 
from "eighty to one hundred ballots" 
cast for Joseph Bay in the first election 
district of Decatur township, were not 
counted. And furthermore, that a large 
number of ballots, to-wit, eighty-seven, 
were cast in the same district by persons 
named in the bill who are alleged to be 
non-residenta of the township and there- 
fore not legal voters, and that all these 
voted for Mr. Wood. It is also alleged 
in the bill that a large number of ballots 
headed "Republican ticket," but contain- 
ing the name of Joseph Bay for county 
treasurer, were voted at various prcciuote 
in the county, and counted for Mr. Wood. 
Other minor allegations of fraud are set 
forth in the bill, which, in the opinion of 
the elector who makes the affidavit, are 
sufficient to overcome the majority of Mr.

Tho farmer who proposes 


corn-shucking selects a level spot in his 
lot, conveniently near the crib, rftkes 
sway all trash, and sweeps the place 
with a brtmh broom. The corn is then 
pulled off the stalks, thrown into wagons, 
hauled to the lot, and thrown out on the 
spot selected, all in one pile. 
If it has 


been previously "norated" through the 
neiehoorhood that there is to bo plenty 
to eat and drink at the corn-shuckinK, 
and if the night is auspicious, there will 
certainly bo a crowd. Soon after dark 
the non-roes begin to come in, and before 
lon°- the place will be alive with them, 
—men, women, and children. After the 
crowd has gathered and been moder- 
ately warmed up, two "gin'r'ls" are 
chosen from among the most famous 
corn-shuckors on the ground, and these 
proceed to divide the shuckers into two 
parties, later comers reporting alter- 
nately to one side or the other, so as to 
keep the forces equally divided. The 
next step, which is one of great impor- 
tance, is to divide the corn-pile. I Ins 
is done by laying a fence-rail across the 
top of the corn-pile, so that the vortical 
plane, passing: through tho rail, will di- 
vide the pile into two equal portions. 
Lavin" the rail is of great importance, 
since upon this depends the accuracy of 
the 
division; 
it 
i* 
accompanied 


with much argument, not to say wrang- 
ling. The position of the rail being de- 
termined, tho two generals mount the 
corn-pile, and the wnrk DPgins. The 
necessity for the "gin'r'Is" to oc- 
cupy the most conspicuous position ac- 
cessible, from which to cheer their fol- 
lowers, is one reason why they get «p 
on top of tho corn ; but there is another, 
equally important, which is to keep the 
rail from being moved, it being no un- 
common thing for one side to change 
tho position of the rail, and thus throw 
an undue portion of their work upon 
their adversaries. 
The position of 
"gin'r'l" in a corn-shucker differs from 
that of the soldier, in that the former is 
in greater danger than any of his fol- 
lowers; for the chances are that, should 
his side seem to be gaining, one of their 
opponents will knock the leader off the 
corn-pile, and thus cause n momentary 
panic, which is eagerly taken advantage 
of. This proceeding," however, is con- 
sidered fair only in extreme cases, and 
not unfrcquerit'ly lends to a general 
row. If it is possible, imagine a negro 
man standing up on a pile of corn, hold- 
ing in his hand an ear of corn, and 
shouting the words of a song below, and 
you will have pictured the "corn gin'r'l." 
it is a prime requisite that he should be 
ready in his improvisations and Ifave a 
good voice, so that he may lead in the 
corn-song.

always a song with a chorus, or to use 
tho 'language 
of corn-shuckc-rs.
